(BY BELKNA«P, J.) 


This action is brought to recover from 
the defendants as obligors upon a statn- 
a given in consideration 
of the issuance of an injunction. 

A demurrer to the complaint, both 
general and special, was inte ed and 
sustained, Plaintiffs declined amend 
and judgment was entered against them. 
The complaint alleges: “That the said 
plaintiff, John H. Kinkead, was the Gov- 
ernor of the State of Nevada from the 
first Monday of January, 1879, to the first 
Monday of January,1883; that said plaint- 
iff, J. F. Hallock, was for the same pe- 
riod Controller of said State, and that said 
plaintiff, L. L. Crockett, was for the same 
period Treasurer of said State. 

“That on the 4th day of may. 1881, in an 
action brought by Jacob Klein against 
said plaintiffs as such Governor, Con- 
troller and Treasurer, in the District Court 
of the Second Judicial District of the State 
of Nevada, in and for the county of 
Ormaby, an injunction issued out of said 
last named Court, and was served on said 
plaintiffs as such officersgenjoining and 
restraining them from taking any mon- 
eys from the State School fund of said 
State of Nevada, for the purpose of con- 
structing or furnishing any buildings to 
be used as an asylum fur the -insane, or 
for providing plans therefor,and enjoin- 
ing and restraining the plaintiff,J. F. Hal- 
lock, as such Controller, from drawing 
any warrants nst the fund created by 
the act of the Legislature of the State of 
Nevada, entitled,‘An Act to provide tor 
the taking care of the insane of the State 
of Nev ’approved Februery 24, 1881, 
and enjoining and restraining said plaint- 
iff, L. L. Crockett, as State Treasurer,from 
paying any such warrants, and enjoining 
‘and restraining said plaintiffs,as such offi- 
cers, from signing, countersiyning or de- 
positing in the State School Fund, er the 
State Treasury, any of the four per cent. 
bonds mentioned in said Act, and enjoin- 
ing and restraining them, as such officers 
from doing any act whatsoever in and 
about the premises.’’ 

The condition of the obligation is that 
the plaintiff will pay to the parties en- 
joined such damages, not exceeding the 
sum of five hundred dollars, as they may 
sustain by .eason of the injunction, if the 
Court finally decide that ;laintiff was 
not entitled thereto. 

The injunction suit was prosecu‘ed for 
the pur of restraining the present 
ime gee 3, as State officers, from exercis- 

ng the authori'y conferred upon them 
by the law directing the construction at 
Reno, of an asylum fortheinsanse. The 
plaintiffs have brought the present action 
unofficially and as individuals. They 
were not sued in their private capaeity, 
and the obligation does not run to them 
as individuais. There is no privity be- 
tween them and the obligors, and no re- 
covery can be had. 

Judgment affirmed.

a wonaerfal Clock. 


A clock-manufacturing firm in 
Calcutta, India, has lately com- 

leted a very ingenious time piece 
in the shape of an eight-day clock, 
which strikes the hours on a large, 
full-toned gong and chimes the 
quarters on eight bells. {[n connec- 
tion with the clock there is a perpet- 
ual calender which gives the correct 
jays of all the various months, in- 
cluding the twenty-nine days of 
February in the leap-year. 

There is also a military procession 
worked by the clock, representing 
various branches of the British army, 
consisting of artillery, cavalry and 
infantry, and the staff in review or- 
der. There is also a sentrv on duty 
who salutes a drummer, who beats 
the drum, and a bugler who raises 
his bugle to his mouth every few 
minutes. All of these figures are 
urranged at the top of the dial. 

There is also a musical instrument, 
which plays while the procession is 
marching in review. 

Near the bottom of the clock is 
placed a military band which is 
concealed by a curtain, and which is 
raised every hour when the music 
is playing and the procession mov- 
ing, and falls again immediately 
after the clock has struck, and re- 
mains drawn until the next hour. 

The case, made of ebonized ma- 
hogany, is about six feet high, three 
feet six inches wide, and two feet 


six inches deep, highly ornamented 
with brass trimmings. The circles 
on the dial to show minutes, hours, 
days of month, etc., are engraved 
and silvered. The center an 
of the dial are richly enameled. At 
the sides of the case are massive 
brass ornamental handles and orna- 
mental fret-work.

In accordance with your request I have 
made examinations of three samples of 
water furnished by you, with special ref- 
erence to such impurities as would ren- 
der it unfit for domestic use, and beg 
leave to present the following report: 

Sample No. 1 was taken from vhe river 
about ten miles above town, at the point 
where the Highland ditch takesit supply; 
sample No.2 was taken irom the main 
res‘ rvoir, four feet from the surface, near 
where the water used in the town is 
taken; sample No.3 was taken from the 
Highland ditch just before it empties into 
the main reservoir. The following is a 
tabulated statement of the results of the 
tests made:
